17,057,064 Acres of Public and Indian
Lands Disposed of This Year,
Washington, Sept. 20.—Commissioner
Richards, of the general land office to-
day forwarded to the secretary of the
interior his annusal report covering the
fiscal year ending June 30 Just. It
shows that during the year 10979500
acres of public lands and 77540 acres of
Indian landa were disposed of, a tlotal
exceeding that for 1004 by 630,000 acres,
Of the public lands disposed of 12505,
671 mcres were entered under the howe-
stead law, 690,077 under the timber h‘ld
and stone law, 711124 under the desert
land law, and 383,50 acres of swamp

lands were patented.

San Pedro, Sept, 20.—The four-masted
schooner Muriel, 483 tons, Captain Wy-
ckender, master, bound from Grays har-
bor to Ban Pedro, laden with 700,000
feet of lumber, crashed into the govern:

Saturday, is not concidered here as im-
plying that the count will neceasarily
be invited to form a cabinet. On the
contrary, there is a disposition in many '
quarters to believe that Baron Fejer-
vary may be reappointed to the pre-
miership. Tha latter is mow under
stood to support the contention that
Hungary has the right to establish in-
dependent customs in her territory.
This has created a favorable impression.

Count Apponyi, who is inclined to the
view that a solution of the Hungarian
erisie will be found, suggests that the
formal libernl premier Koloman de Szell
will be nominated by the king-emperor
to negotinte with the coalitign,
